OCTOBER  MUMS  IN  SEPTEMBER 

For  the  last  6  or  8  years  we  have  annually  heard  the  prediction  that  black 
cloth  Mums  in  September  would  easily  be  overdone.  With  equal  regularity 
the  demand  has  not  been  consistently  met.  Occasionally  an  extensive  grower 
has  temporarily  embarrassed  the  markets,  but  on  the  whole  more  good  local 
grown  Pompons  and  standards  could  have  been  grown  to  advantage  for  the 
early  markets. 

As  we  see  it,  the  reason  for  this  shortage  is,  primarily,  that  the  grower  does 
not  meet  the  requirements  of  this  forcing  plan,  resulting  in  short  stemmed 
flowers  and  frequently  loss  thru  rain  and  frost  when  grown  outside  the  regular 
greenhouse. 

In  our  latitude  the  planting  must  be  done  early  in  May,  tho  naturally  long¬ 
stemmed  kinds,  especially  if  under  favorable  growing  conditions,  can  and 
perhaps  should  go  in  around  May  15th.  Unchecked,  vigorous  young  stock 
that  will  go  right  ahead,  tho  naturally  short-stemmed,  should  make  plenty 
growth  in  two  months.  From  the  time  shade  is  applied  until  in  flower,  we  find 
the  average  standard  or  big  Mum  will  lengthen  18-20",  the  Pompons  around 
14-16  This  will,  of  course,  vary  some  with  the  season  and  condition  of  the 
stock;  but  the  figures  will  help  in  determining  whether  or  not  our  plants  are 
tall  enough,  when  the  time  comes,  to  be  worth  shading.  If  they  are  not,  better 
let  them  come  naturally,  for  the  profit  in  shading  easily  disappears  with  short¬ 
stemmed  flowers.  The  cost  of  cloth  at  18-20c  per  sq.  yd.  is  a  substantial  item. 

This  season  we  tried  out  a  grade  of  good  Kraft  paper  costing  6-7c  per  sq. 
yd.,  depending  upon  how  much  is  ordered.  It  worked  out  all  right,  and  the 
same  material,  if  cared  for,  can  be  used  another  season.  However,  we  be¬ 
lieve  a  cheaper  grade  to  be  used  one  season  will  be  more  satisfactory.  For 
4-6  ft.  beds  to  be  shaded  individually,  cloth  should  be  used  on  the  sides  be¬ 
cause  it  can  be  more  readily  attached  with  rings  to  top  side  wire  and  pushed 
back  during  the  day.  We  find  it  a  mistake  to  leave  this  side  shade  or  cloth  in 
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position  during  the  day.  It  not  only  shuts  out  some  light,  but  seriously  interferes 
with  the  free  circulation  of  air,  resulting  in  decay  of  lower  foliage. 

We  find  that  paper  lends  itself  to  rolling  up  on  a  round  pole  quite  as  well 
as  does  cloth,  and  it  can  be  used  on  top  of  individual  beds  fully  as  well  as 
cloth.  Also,  we  find  it  works  to  best  advantage  when  used  over-the-top  of 
small  or  medium  size  houses.  Such  a  house  using  cloth  is  pictured  on  page 
24,  and  it  will  be  noted  that  the  material  is  easily  rolled  up  or  let  down  by 
means  of  ropes  and  pulleys.  The  picture  doesn't  show  one  section  in  which 
paper  was  used,  and  we  are  glad  to  say  the  paper  worked  exactly  as  well 
as  does  cloth.  We  find  the  most  economical  method  of  using  either  cloth  or 
paper  is  this  method  of  rolling  it  over  the  outside  of  a  small  house  as  shown. 
The  sash  house  pictured  is  20  ft.  wide  and  is  sheltered  by  larger  houses.  This 
plan  may  not  be  practical  on  a  larger  or  more  isolated  modern  house.  The  large 
Mail  Order  firms  carry  a  full  line  of  paper  suitable  for  this  purpose. 

We  use  the  sash  house  shown  only  for  either  Pompons  or  Mums  that  flower 
naturally  late  in  November.  Thru  shading  in  these  houses  they  are  flowered 
around  mid-October.  At  this  time,  in  our  latitude,  the  glass  roof  protection  is 
necessary,  especially  for  standard  Mums.  Farther  south  it  will  hardly  be  nec¬ 
essary  until  November.  But  in  growing  for  a  competitive  market  remember 
that  the  combination  of  rains  and  cool  weather  spoil  the  perfect  finish  so  nec¬ 
essary  in  stock  shipped  to  market.  Big  Mums  that  flower  naturally  in  October 
are  flowered  to  perfection,  in  these  sash  shelters,  in  late  September  and  early 
October,  but  Pompons  of  the  same  date  are  flowered  perfectly  in  the  open 
with  no  glass  protection.  The  growth,  in  the  sash  house,  is  equally  superior, 
for  no  side  walls  are  used,  permitting  practically  as  free  air  circulation  as 
when  grown  in  the  open.  Such  conditions  produce  distinctly  superior  stock 
to  that  grown  all  summer  in  modern,  costly  hot  houses. 

Don't  be  misled  into  believing  that  this  method  is  easy  or  inexpensive.  It 
costs  to  plant  good  unchecked  stock  in  early  May  when  most  of  us  are  over¬ 
crowded  with  spring  work.  But  if  we  can  manage  it  right,  we  repeat,  this 
planting  pays.  For  this  OUTDOOR  September  flowering  crop,  for  which  Pom¬ 
pons  only  are  used  in  our  latitude,  we  have  planned  a  form  of  construction 
for  next  year,  based  on  our  sash  house  idea,  that  might  be  of  interest.  Briefly 
stated,  it  is  the  outdoor  sash  house  plan  without  sash  or  glass.  It  will  be 
about  20  ft.  wide  and  consist  only  of  framework  to  support  the  cloth,  the  same 
as  over-the-glass  shading  plan  shown  on  page  24.  We  find  with  this  over-ihe- 
house  plan  the  paper  or  cloth  is  not  only  more  quickly  applied  or  removed, 
but  less  material  is  needed.  The  reason  for  this  is  that  when  beds  are  shaded 
individually,  additional  material  is  needed  for  sides.  Another  and  more  im¬ 
portant  advantage  in  the  over  the  roof  plan  of  shading,  especially  when  paper 
is  used,  is  that  water  from  rains  readily  runs  off.  On  the  individual  bed,  with 
the  paper  flat,  rain  water  collects,  sometimes  with  disastrous  results.  This  dis¬ 
advantage  with  the  5  or  6  ft.  individual  bed  can  be  overcome  by  giving  the 
paper  some  pitch.  But  we  easily  figure  considerable  reduction  in  overhead  by 
covering  three  or  four  5  ft.  beds  with  a  frame  work,  as  suggested,  that  will  give 
a  pitched  roof  on  which  the  rope  and  pulley  arrangement  will  adjust  the  shad¬ 
ing  material. 

In  any  regular  greenhouse  area  that  is  free  of  interfering  posts,  the  shad¬ 
ing  plan  for  Mums  should  call  for  spreading  it  out  over  beds  and  walks.  This 
does  away  with  the  side  wall  of  all  individual  beds,  but  one  side  wall  about 
the  entire  area  being  necessary.  This  not  only  requires  less  material,  but 
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saves  time  in  adjusting  it.  The  over-the-roof  plan  cannot  of  course  be  used 
in  a  regulation  house  with  ridge  ventilators,  but  for  our  cold  house  plan  it 
works  perfectly.  And  let  us  repeat  such  inexpensive  houses  produce  better 
flowers  at  less  cost  than  when  grown  in  a  regulation  hot  greenhouse.  A  few 
words  on  the  fundamentals  of  black  cloth  shading — Mums  come  under  the 
heading  of  what  is  known  as  "short  day”  plants  which  means  that  the  setting 
of  buds  is  influenced  by  the  shortening  days  of  fall.  If  daylight  is  prolonged 
with  artificial  lights,  their  setting  or  formation  is  delayed,  and  this  is  taken 
advantage  of  commercially  and  at  small  cost.  The  flowering  of  any  choice 
November  variety  can  be  delayed  until  December  or  a  December  variety 
until  January. 

To  Defer  Flowering 

The  planting  should  be  done  fairly  early  for  this  delayed  flowering  be¬ 
cause  a  substantial  growth  naturally  produces  better  results.  For  all  mid¬ 
season  kinds,  light  should  be  started  Aug.  20th.  For  the  December  kind,  delay 
lighting  until  August  25th,— a  later  start  than  these  dates  results  in  long  necks 
and  frequently  malformed  flowers. 

Use  40  Watt  bulbs  with  reflectors,  of  course.  Suspend  these  lights  at  in¬ 
tervals  of  5  ft.  and  high  enough  to  spread  the  light  well  over  the  bed.  Use 
the  lights  three  hours  each  night.  We  prefer  to  lengthen  daylight  by  turning 
on  lights  when  darkness  is  reached,  continuing  for  the  prescribed  three  hours. 
Continue  the  lights  each  day  for  three-fourths  as  many  days  as  it  is  wished 
to  delay  flowering,  for  example  if  we  wish  to  delay  flowering  20  days,  use 
the  lights  15  days.  It  is  not  considered  practical  to  delay  flowering  more  than 
three,  possibly  four  weeks.  Take  first  bud  showing  after  light  treatment  has 
stopped.  The  behavior  of  varieties  varies  some  under  this  treatment,  but  suc¬ 
cess  with  the  above  suggestions  has  been  fairly  uniform.  But,  naturally  enough 
most  interest  centers  on  getting  flowers  in  early  and  this  calls  for  the  artificial 
shortening  of  daylight  hours.  This  is  done  by  pulling  cloth  or  paper  over 
them  about  6  o'clock,  leaving  it  on  until  7  o'clock,  the  following  morning.  In  us¬ 
ing  cloth,  inside  of  shaded  bed  will  not  be  totally  dark,  but  no  opening  should 
be  left  that  will  let  light  stream  in.  Wherever  this  happens,  settinq  of  buds 
will  be  delaved  accordingly.  Should  the  shading  be  missed  a  night  or  two, 
no  appreciable  difference  will  result.  No  need  for  it  after  dark,  of  course,  so 
if  it  should  be  blown  off  in  the  night,  nothing  will  happen.  With  big  Mums, 
buds  will  set  in  between  three  and  four  weeks  after  shading  begins.  When 
all  are  well  set,  discontinue  shade,  and  take  or  select  the  center  bud  which 
is  usually  a  terminal.  The  late  flowering  kind  will  take  a  few  days  longer 
to  appear,  in  fact,  they  might  be  from  one  to  two  weeks  longer  in  finishing. 
Most  October  varieties  we  find  can  be  finished,  ready  to  cut,  in  60  days  from 
starting  shade,  while  70-75  days  should  be  counted  on  for  the  November  kind. 
We  have  flowered  early  October  kind  in  50  days  from  starting  shade.  Pom¬ 
pons  call  for  about  the  same  length  of  time  to  finish,  but  shade  should  be 
maintained  until  lower  or  side  buds  are  set.  If  stopped  with  the  appearance 
of  the  first  or  terminal  bud,  all  below  it  will,  of  course,  be  undeveloped.  The 
general  rule  is  to  shade  until  the  top  buds  show  some  color.  This  should  be 
done  for  pot  plants  but  it  is  unnecessary  for  cutting  because  three  or  four 
flowers  is  usually  all  that  have  time  to  open. 
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Sash  Houses  of  Lowe  &  Shawyer,  Ltd.  near  London,  England,  in  which  Chrysanthemums  are 
grown.  These  inexpensive  houses  should  interest  American  Mum  growers  because  of  their  econom¬ 
ical  construction  and  the  ideal  condition  they  provide  for  cool  temperature  crops. 


For  Pompons  grown  in  the  open  we  leave  the  rolled  up  cloth  in  position 
ready  to  roll  over  the  bed  for  protection  against  a  possible  frost.  We  go  still 
further  in  this  by  running  a  few  1  inch  steam  pipes  down  the  walks.  They 
are  not  often  needed  for  late  September  Pompons,  but  they  save  the  crop 
one  year  out  of  three  or  four,  and  generally  the  crop  is  valuable  after  a  hard 
early  freeze.  In  our  latitude  the  more  substantial  protection  of  a  glass  roof 
as  well  as  some  artificial  heat  is  necessary  for  clean  finished,  marketable 
flowers  around  October  10- 15th.  The  choice  November  kind,  such  as  Betty 
Watkins,  Bobbie,  Chicago  Pearl,  Dream,  Mrs.  Beu,  Yellow  New  York  and  Mary 
Lennon  Hall  are  flowered  around  the  above  dates  by  starting  the  shade 
August  15th. 

These  varieties  are,  of  course,  superior  to  such  as  flower  naturally  in  Oc¬ 
tober.  On  the  other  hand,  the  following,  that  flower  naturally  in  that  month, 
without  shading  are  very  excellent.  Nuggets,  Improved  Rodell,  lewell.  White 
Jewell,  Minong,  Pink  Dot  and  Yellow  Dot. 

The  Big  Mums 

The  large  standard  Mums  are  not  so  hard  and  therefore  will  not  stand 
exposure  to  moisture  as  will  the  Pompons,  yet  we  have  noted  in  the  latitude 
of  New  York  City  6  ft.  outdoor  beds  of  October  kind  shaded  into  flower  around 
the  middle  of  September  under  the  protection  of  nothing  more  than  hot  bed 
sash,  and  such  sash  most  every  grower  has  an  ideal  supply  of  during  late 
summer  and  fall.  In  most  locations  such  a  plan  would  call  for  protection 
against  insects  which  could  be  done  with  aster  cloth  for  the  sides  of  such 
a  bed.  With  this  plan  the  sash  need  not  be  put  in  place  until  perhaps  mid¬ 
summer.  At  that  time  their  protection  with  perhaps  a  slight  shade,  will  tend 
to  keep  the  growth  soft  and  draw  the  stems  some.  Such  a  bed  would  have 
to  be  in  a  sheltered  location  and  the  cloth  or  paper  for  shading  could  be  un¬ 
rolled  across  the  top  and  down  both  sides  in  wide,  18  ft.  sections,  as  sug- 
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gested  for  use  over  cold  houses.  We  can  say  nothing  from  experience 
with  this  plan,  but  we  believe  it  could  be  worked  out  to  good  advantage, 
especially  South  of  us.  It  would  require  more  shading  material  because 
of  the  sides  and  more  attention  than  our  wider  cold  or  sash  house  plan,  but 
the  sash  covered  single  bed  would  be  some  less  costly  and  less  permanent  too, 
than  our  regular  wider  cold  house.  Both  plans  have  the  very  important  advan¬ 
tage  of  complete  exposure  to  air  throughout  the  season,  resulting  in  harder 
growth  and  better  flowers.  When  we  add  to  this  distinct  advantage  the  lower 
cost  or  overhead  of  the  sash  or  cold  houses,  we  understand  why  considerable 
interest  is  being  taken  in  them.  The  150  acre  greenhouse  plant  of  Lowe  & 
Shawyer  near  London,  England,  makes  very  extensive  use  of  this  class  of 
construction.  They  are  planted  up  during  the  summer  months  with  early 
Mums  that  are  cleared  in  time  to  refill  with  later  varieties  that  are  grown  out¬ 
doors  all  summer  in  9  inch  or  10  inch  pots.  These  two  crops  of  Mums  are 
followed  by  Tulips  and  Iris — three  substantial  crops  in  a  low  over-head  type 
of  construction.  Something  along  this  line  might  be  done  in  our  Southern  Sec¬ 
tions  and  when  the  first  or  early  crop  is  shaded  into  flower  by  mid-September 
it  might  be  worked  out  in  the  North,  if  the  structures  are  made  frost-proof. 

About  London  temperatures  of  15-20  degrees  seem  fairly  common,  though 
short-lived. 

General  Culture 

A  poor,  or  we  might  even  say  very  mediocre,  greenhouse  crop  of  any 
kind  does  not  leave  the  grower  a  profit.  Clearly  better,  we  are  sure,  to 
leave  the  bed  quite  empty.  This  applies  particularly  to  Mums  on  which  the 
margin  is  fairly  close  at  best.  When  Mum  growth  is  weak,  sick  or  uneven 
in  spots  or  thruout,  there  is  a  reason  for  it.  This  reason  is  frequently  due 
to  starting  with  weak  or  checked  young  stock.  If  to  this  is  added  old  used 
soil  in  which  there  is  an  accumulation  of  poisonous  material  from  much  man¬ 
uring  and  the  continual  use  of  hard  water,  we  have  perfect  conditions  for 
failure  with  most  any  crop.  Ground  beds  in  which  drainage  is  not  perfect  is 
a  factor  in  many  cases  of  half  sick  Mums.  Such  beds  are  easily  gotten  into 
an  overwatered  condition  thru  regular  summer  syringing.  Raised  beds  are 
clearly  safer  for  Mums  and  most  other  crops  as  well,  in  fact.  Excellent  hard 
Mums  are  grown  in  3-4  in.  of  soil.  But  good  stock  is  also  produced  in  deep 
beds  if  drainage  is  perfect  and  the  soil  examined  occasionally  during  the 
summer,  especially  early  in  the  season  when  growth  is  not  heavy.  With  a 
raised  bed,  filled  with  clean  fresh  soil  and  planted  with  unchecked  young 
stock,  successful  growth  is  certain  to  follow  if  aphis  are  kept  down  and  reason¬ 
able  attention  given  to  moisture  in  soil  and  atmosphere. 

Late  planting  is  also  responsible  for  lots  of  unprofitable  Mums.  In  our 
latitude  this  should  be  finished  by  lune  1  if  good  marketable  flowers  are  to 
be  produced.  Early  planting  gives  them  a  chance  to  get  well  started  before 
hot  weather  hits  them.  Growth  is  slow,  almost  at  a  stand-still  when  tempera¬ 
tures  are  around  90°;  but  they  hold  up  under  it  if  growth  is  vigorous  and  not 
kept  too  wet  at  the  roots.  If  Mums  are  to  be  flowered  early  thru  shading,  the 
planting  should  be  done  May  1st  to  not  later  than  the  15th  if  shading  is  to 
start  luly  15th,  which  is  the  necessary  date  for  flowering  September  15-20. 
The  important  reason  for  early  planting  of  stock  to  be  shaded  is  to  get  neces¬ 
sary  stem  length.  Much  unprofitable  short  stemmed  shaded  stock  is  noted 
about  most  markets  every  fall.  However,  a  retail  grower  can  usually  make 
better  use  of  shorter  flowers  than  a  market  grower  requires.  Except  earlier 
planting,  there  are  no  cultural  differences  in  growing  Mums  for  shading.  But 
the  added  cost  of  getting  an  early  start  will  be  wasted  if  hardened  or  checked 
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young  stock  is  used.  This  easily  happens  with  cuttings  rooted  in  February. 
March,  or  even  April,  cuttings  are  much  better.  The  best  plan  we  find  is  to  plant 
our  cuttings  directly  from  the  sand.  Such  stock  usually  gets  ahead  of  an  early 
started  lot.  Cuttings  put  in  early  in  March,  rooted  cool  and  either  planted  out 
or  potted  early  in  April  make  excellent  stock  to  plant  out  a  month  later. 

It  is  rather  significant  to  note  that  an  increasing  number  of  the  most  suc¬ 
cessful  growers  are  depending  entirely  on  cutting  specialists  for  their  stock. 
When  delivery  and  cuttings  can  be  depended  on  this  plan  is  clearly  the  most 
profitable  one.  It  costs  considerable  to  winter  a  well  exposed  bench  of  stock 
plants.  If  we  figure  the  value  of  what  can  be  grown  on  the  bench  occupied 
by  stock  plants  thru  the  most  valuable  part  of  winter,  we  will  arrive  at  part 
of  the  cost  of  Mum  cuttings.  To  this  must  be  added  insecticide  bills  to  keep 
them  clean.  We  can  say  from  costly  experience  that  if  there  is  any  midge 
in  any  of  your  stock ,  it  will  pg^  many  times  over  to  destroy  it  completely 
after  the  crop  is  cut  and  get  in  clean  stock. 


Operation  of  Black  Cloth  Shading 

The  largest  convenient  width  for  handling  cloth  we  find  is  18  ft.;  cut  it  in  lengths  long  enough 
to  go  clear  across  house— from  ground,  over  ridge,  and  down  other  side. 

Cloth  still  off,  fasten  a  rope  to  ridge  4  ft.  inward  from  where  each  edge  of  each  18  ft.  width 
of  cloth  comes.  Let  this  rope  trail  to  the  ground.  Next  spread  an  18  ft.  width  of  cloth  across  ridge 
of  house,  over  the  ropes  tied  to  the  ridge.  With  lath  and  small  nails,  tack  the  cloth  down  to  the 
ridge,  allowing  1  ft.  for  overlap  onto  next  section.  This  is  necessary  to  prevent  wind  flapping  it 
over  and  letting  light  in. 

Staple  two  pulleys  to  the  ridge  above  the  cloth  at  the  same  point  where  ropes  were  tied  pre¬ 
viously — 4  ft.  in  from  edge  of  each  18  ft.  strip.  Now,  get  two  18  ft.  pieces  of  2"  x  1"  strip  for  each 
section,  and  nail  one  to  each  edge  of  cloth  along  the  ground.  Next  atttach  a  cord  to  each  strip  at 
center,  long  enough  to  reach  ground  even  when  cloth  is  rolled  up  to  ridge.  This  is  used  to  pull 
the  cloth  down. 

The  two  ropes  tied  onto  the  ridge  before  cloth  was  applied,  should  now  be  brot  up  over  cloth, 
thru  the  pulleys,  and  down  to  the  ground.  Pulling  these  ropes,  of  course,  draws  the  cloth  up — - 
or  rather  rolls  it  up.  —VIC.
